supreme court on the validity of 
processing taxes was given today 
by President Roosevelt. 

That was his comment on the 
decision of the circuit court of ap¬ 
peals at Boston yesterday holding 
the taxes unconstitutional 

Mr. Roosevelt said at his press 
conference he thought it would be 
a good thing if the AAA amend¬ 
ments now before the senate are 
passed. 

The president turned over to the 
attorney general inquiries whether 
the AAA processing taxes can be 
collected in the jurisdiction of the 
Boston court pending the final de¬ 
cision by the supreme court. 


Anti-Propaganda Order 
Seen As Blow to By 
Berlin Clergymen 


TAIHOKU, Formosa, Wednes¬ 
day, July 17. UP) Forty-nine per¬ 
sons were killed and 144 injured, 
police estimated, in an earthquake 
centering in Southern Shinrhiku 
province today. 

Police reported the Japanese 
empire's third fatal temblor in 
three months destroyed 224 build¬ 
ings The earthquake shook the 
same area in which nearly 3000 
persons died April 21. Seismolo¬ 
gists said today's temblor was one 
of a serins of after-shocks to the 
April disaster. 

Telephone and telegraph lines 
were disrupted, and railway ’.ini s 
and bridges were damaged. An 
alarming shock startled four pre¬ 
fectures in southern Japan about 
an hour before the Formosan 
quake, but did no damage. 

Expeditions of police, physicians 
and relief workers immediately en¬ 
tered the quake-stricken region, 
where villagers had hardly recov¬ 
ered from the April disaster. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. July 17. 
Wh—The Catholic clergy's objec¬ 
tions to sterilization drew a retort 
from the reich today—a decree 
providing heavy punishment for 
persons spreading propaganda 
against the deprivation of pro- 
creative powers. 

The decree, issued by Dr. Wil¬ 
helm Frick, minister of the inter¬ 
ior, was regarded by Catholics as 
a blow against their church. They 
considered it likely to lead to fur¬ 
ther estrangement between the 
church and the Nazi government. 

Nazis Open Minded 

The German government, how¬ 
ever, professed readiness to meet 
any criticism. Robert Ley, Adolf 
Hitler’s trade union commissioner, 
told a meeting of students: 

“They call us pagans and 
heretics, but this one fight in 
past years has brought more re¬ 
ligion than all theology and all 
priests together.” 

Nazi eugenic experts extended 
one olive branch to the clergy in 
an attempt to overcome, at least 
somewhat, their objections to the 
sterilization law. 

Plans Amended 

Sterilization of expectant moth- 
eis, considered the greatest ob¬ 
stacle in the way of understand¬ 
ing between the church and state, 
was amended to call for consent 
by the woman. 

The medical expert of the 
newspaper Frankfurter Zeitung 
has claimed that the latest 
achievement in eugenic surgery 
makes possible sterilization of 
expectant mothers without dan¬ 
ger. 

The Vatican dispatched a note of 
protest to Berlin yesterday, charg¬ 
ing Germany with violation of 
their concordat and objecting to 
application of Nazi sterilization 
laws to Catholics. 


STILL HOPE FOR 
BEET GROWERS 

There is still hope for Orange 
county sugar beet growers who 
yesterday were confronted with 
possible loss of benefit payments 
totalling $120,000 as a result of 
the federal court decision against 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad¬ 
ministration processing tax which 
finances such payments. 

According to the Associated 
Press, a move to perpetuate, the 
Jones-Costigan sugar control act 
regardless of the court fate of the 
AAA appeared today in the wake 
of the Massachusetts decision in¬ 
validating the textile processing 
tax. 

Working on Plan 

' Some of us have been thinking 
and working for months on means 
to perpetuate the sugar control 
act in case the AAA is forced 
out,” said Senator Costigan (D., 
Colo.), co-author of the amend¬ 
ment. 

It is believed locally that 
should the supreme court up¬ 
hold the federal decision. It 
would invalidate sugar control 
and processing taxes on sugar 
as a part of the AAA. 

However, Senator Costigan 
said, "I don't think the sugar peo¬ 
ple need to worry much about the 
danger to the present status of 
sugar control.” 

Not Affect Pacts 

Roland D. Flaherty, farm bu¬ 
reau secretary, said today in ex¬ 
planation of the new development, 
that as we understand the pro¬ 
cessing tax, it could be declared 
unconstitutional but not affect the 
AAA as a whole or the marketing ! 
agreements made under it. 

“The processing tax merely 
provides funds with which to 
make the benefit payments. If 
that is the only thing declared 
unconstitutional, such payments 
can he made from the general 
funds of the government. Con¬ 
gress could put a tax on sugar 
to finance the payments, just as 
there Is a tax on gasoline to fi¬ 
nance road work In this state. 

"This would be cumbersome, j 
however. Price fluctuations would j 
make it necessary for congress to} 
change the tax up or down with 
price changes. Now the secre¬ 
tary of agriculture can administer { 
the tax without such congression-' 
al acts. 

Question of Power 

“The question involved in the! 
federal court decision is whether, 
under the constitution, congress | 
has the power to levy processing j 
taxes and whether it can delegate | 
to the secretary of agriculture the j 
power to levy such taxes. The j 
constitution does not specifically I 
mention a processing tax. But as 
we understand the processing tax, 
It could be declared unconstitu¬ 
tional and still not affect the AAA 
as a whole.”

“Mr. Foley last night empha¬ 
sized the statement that projects 
will be given consideration on the 
basis of their usefulness to the 
community in which they are to be 
constructed. 

Danger Is Opposition 

“The only danger to the Orange 
county program's chance of re¬ 
ceiving favorable consideration for 
a federal grant of 45 per cent and 
a loan of 55 per cent of its cost 
lies in the small amount of opposi¬ 
tion that exists in the county, 
which I feel has as its basis selfish 
interest in some cases, and in oth¬ 
ers mere lack of information as to 
the program itself. 

“If those who, for selfish rea¬ 
sons or lack of information, have 
opposed the project through pub¬ 
lic utterances, will really give the 
needed cooperation to the board of 
supervisors, there is no doubt in 
my mind that we are practically 
assured of a grant of approxi¬ 
mately $5,250,000 and a loan for 
the balance of the $11,500,000 cost 
at a low interest rate The 
Orange county flood control proj¬ 
ect on such a sound basis will be 
practically self-liquidating." 

Water levels Decline 

“Any opposition to the project 
is certainly held by those who are. 
to say the least, not putting the 
general interest of the county 
first. 

"For the last 30 years Orange 
county's water levels have been 
declining at the rate of about 
three and one-half feet per year 
The overdraft on the water tables 
can at best only be offset par¬ 
tially by the program we are con¬ 
templating. The key to the main¬ 
tenance of present valuations on 
property lies solely in the ques¬ 
tion of our water supply. And 
unless we succeed in conserving 
every bit of flood and rain water 
available, we cannot maintain 
even our present agricultural and 
urban development, let alone plan 
on future expansion of agricul¬ 
tural lands and growth of popula¬ 
tion." •

Huntington Beach and a one- 
sixth royalty for the state from 
oil taken from the tidelands. He 
said that since the people had \ 
twice voted against drilling in 
the ocean, he and his associates 
felt that whipstock drilling from 
the Standard Oil company prop¬ 
erty on the bluffs was the only 
other course open. 

Welcomes Probe 

He empasized his statement ' 
that he never had received any 
“cut” or promise of a "cut” as j 
a. result of his work, and that he 
would welcome any investigation 
along that line. Mr. Talbert said 
he believes the governor would 
sign the bill. 

He and Mr. Kimmel also re¬ 
ported on work done to bring 
about passage of the bill creating 
a fish reserve for sportsmen 
along the county's coast. J. P. 
Greeley of Balboa, treasurer of 
the association, reported that the 
organization’s work on behalf of 
the bill had cost less than $300. 

Mr. Talbert said that the li¬ 
cense fee for ocean anglers would 
be reduced from two dollars to 
one dollar and that coast cities 
would be asked to assist in col¬ 
lecting the fee. The money, he 
said, will be used for enforcement 
of the fish reserve law.

That is what employes of the 
Placentia Orange Growers associa¬ 
tion are saying since they have 
moved into the remodeled pack- 
inghouse recently completed by 
the association as the first pack-: 
ing building in history to be con- 1 
sclously designed to resist earth-, 
quakes. 

The new building, completed at 
a cost of about $75,000, is said to 
be the finest and most modern of \ 
its type in the country by C. E 
Noerenberg. Los Angeles architect, 
who has gained nation-wide recog¬ 
nition in the past few years be¬ 
cause of his studies of earth¬ 
quake action. For some time he. 
was employed as consulting engi-: 
neer by Los Angeles county to ] 
make sure that all schools in the 
county would be safe for children | 
and knows whereof he speaks re¬ 
garding earthquakes 

To be sure that the new build- i 
ing would resist all sorts of shocks. I 
Mr. Noerenberg literally was fore- j 
ed to "start at the bottom" of the 
structure with his safety plans 
Upon digging for foundations, it 
was discovered that the old plant j 
on that site had been built over a 
marsh which formed part of a riv¬ 
er bed directly south of the com¬ 
munity of Placentia. 

Upon digging more deeply for 
foundations. Mr. Noerenberg found 1 
that in places a depth of 14 feet 
was necessary before solid ground 
was encountered. Remains of an 
old tule bed were discovered by 
workers and the soft earth was 
penetrated to extreme depths for 
the foundation work. Another' 
feature of the large reinforced 
concrete piers under the building is 
their unique construction to di¬ 
minish shock. They each are 
brought out to a point, much like 
an arrowhead, with the theory 
that lateral pressures will thus be ! 
diminished. 

To the average observer the up¬ 
per construction of the large new 
building merely looks "solid " J 
Much steel-work is in evidence, and 
each girder and cross arm takes 
on significance as Mr. Noerenberg I 
explains its exact function in I 
making the building as immune as 
any known to action of earth¬ 
quakes.

'PINAFORE' CAST

The problem of termite control 
has been brought into the lime¬ 
light again by the sharp impetus 
given building operations by fed¬ 
eral agencies. Farm Advisor Har- 
oki Wahlberg said today. 

"Because of this greatest of 
wood destroyers there have been 
developed many possibilities for 
expanding the use of preserved 
woods, particularly the California 
varieties, as a means of arresting 
the entry of the pest into build¬ 
ings, new and old.” Mr. Wahlberg 
said. 

"The subterranean termite, which 
hides its operations until the dam¬ 
age has been done, is abundant. 
Also there are all too many dry 
wood termites in California. Un¬ 
like the subterranean pest, which 
usually works from the ground up, 
the dry wood variety may enter 
any part of the building. Both 
types are very fond of humans and 
also very fond of each other. They 
operate in colonies, with a king 
and a queen, and with soldiers to 
spread the alarm when an Argen¬ 
tine ant or any other natural foe 
comes swashbuckling along. 

"Those contemplating building 
new homes or repairing the old 
ones are warned to guard against 
termites. To the greatest extent 
possible the wood should be care¬ 
fully treated, a penetrating creo¬ 
sote being regarded as an effective 
remedy. All wood should be kept 
out of contact with the ground. A 
concrete foundation and well ce¬ 
mented and ventilated basement 
are recommended as major ter¬ 
mite resistants. 

"Extended studies of the termite 
and its control have been made by 
University of California entomolo¬ 
gists. Bulletins covering the de¬ 
scription of various termites prev¬ 
alent in California and their con¬ 
trol are available at the farm ad¬ 
visor's office, Santa Ana."

Add lemon juice 
and pour inch layer in shallow 
pan. Reserve rest of gelatin mix¬ 
ture. Chill until gelatin has set a 
little. Press pears into gelatin and 
cover them with reserved gelatin 
mixture. Chill until stiff. Cut por¬ 
tions allowing pear for each serv¬ 
ing. Top with salad dressing and 
serve on crisp lettuce. 

Add 1 tablespoon vinegar to 
each quart water required for 
poaching eggs and this will aid in 
keeping edges firm.

Feeling Well Today 


By DK. IA(iO GALDSTON 
Tannic Acid Treatment fer Burns 


Approximately 10 years ago the 
tannic acid treatment of bums 
was introduced. Today it is gen¬ 
erally accepted as the best meth¬ 
od of dealing with bums when the 
patient is seen within the first 48 
to 72 hours after injury. 

When a patient has suffered a 
hum, it is essential first to treat 
his general condition. Thus, if he 
suffers shock, proper measures 
must be taken to relieve his pain 
and to restore to normal his 
respiration and blood circulation. 

Remove Debris 

When the patient is in good con¬ 
stitutional condition, immediate 
attention is paid to the bum. All 
clothing, debris and loose pieces of 
tissue are removed. 

The burnt surface is then spray¬ 
ed with a freshly prepared tannic 
acid solution. Ordinarily a 2' 2 to 
.1 per cent water solution is em¬ 
ployed. This is rendered alkaline 
by the addition of sodium carbon¬ 
ate. The spraying is repeated 
every 15 minutes until a firm, ma¬ 
hogany colored scab covering is 
formed. 

At times, instead of spraying 
the burnt area, wet dressings are 


applied. These are saturated in 
the tannic acid solution and then 
gently placed over the involved 
area. They are kept moist and 
reapplied until “browning" takes 
place. 

Put in Acid 

When the bum is very extensive, 
the patient is immersed in a tub 
containing a tannic acid solution. 

When the brown, scablike layer 
is formed over the burnt area, no 
further dressings or sprayings are 
necessary. 

Should infection occur, the mem¬ 
brane over the infection is punc¬ 
tured and treatment applied. If 
no infection is present, the brown 
crust is allowed to remain until it 
comes off spontaneously. 

The tannic acid treatment of 
burns has proved immensely valu¬ 
able. It relieves pain and prevents 
the loss of fluid from the body. 
The crust acts as a protective cov¬ 
ering. The tissues destroyed by 
the bum are fixed by the tannic 
acid and rendered insoluble. Oth¬ 
erwise they would be absorbed by 
the body and act as poisons.

A SPEAKER at the Orange County Coast association 
meeting last night painted a glowing picture of a 
brand-new industry that may be ours—provided we can 
supply the water. 

This is just another bit of evidence of what may be 
Orange county's—provided we can supply the water. 

The Journal has no solution of the water problem. 
It doesn't know enough about it. It does know the issue 
is a very live one. and that every man who has a dollar 
invested here must waken now to the necessity of becom¬ 
ing water-conscious. 

The engineers portray a situation which is not pleas¬ 
ant to contemplate. Nature has been so kind to this 
section that we have taken little heed of a fast diminish¬ 
ing supply. Many of the uninformed believe the water 
problem in Orange county was solved when Santa Ana 
and a number of other cities joined the Metropolitan 
Water district. How happy we would be if that were 
true. 

The fact is that Metropolitan water, as now planned 
here, will be used only for domestic purposes, leaving our 
great agricultural belt still short of an adequate supply, 
with each year showing the levels sinking so low the 
expense of pumping what there is threatens to become 
prohibitive. 

This situation applies to present areas under cultiva¬ 
tion; it has no reference to future development, to bring¬ 
ing more land into production or to supplying water to 
new industries. 

Wise business men know they cannot profit in a com¬ 
munity such as this if the farmers are not making money. 
Farmers know they cannot exist, to say nothing of mak¬ 
ing money, if they try to farm parched lands or irrigate 
with water at a prohibitive cost.

WEATHER STATION NEEDED 

G OOD news comes from the office of Superintendent of 
Schools Frank Henderson. It has to do with the pro¬ 
posal to establish a permanent, year-round weather 
station in Santa Ana. Most of the necessary equipment 
is now in possession of the Santa Ana Junior college, and 
besides that, the junior college has a man said to be thor¬ 
oughly competent to operate it. 

Santa Ana and Orange county are by far too impor¬ 
tant to depend on hit-and-miss weather forecasts, scat¬ 
tered about the district. We have a temperature-reading 
station here, a rain measurer some place else, a semi¬ 
official observer in another place. The state of the 
weather is a vital subject to an agricultural community 
such as ours. We are entitled to have complete readings 
at all times of the day and in all seasons. The success 
of our principal industry depends on what we can learn 
about the weather, past records as well as future proba¬ 
bilities. 

We trust the chamber of commerce and the board of 
education will renew their efforts to establish the junior 
college station. From it may grow an officially recog¬ 
nized U. S. weather bureau, an institution long overdue 
in this section. 


If this somewhat accentuated 
weather continues the old Spanish 
siesta will find a place in our 
daily curriculum.

OUR OBSOLETE LEGISLATURE 

F RANKLIN HIGHBORN’S call before the San Francisco 
Commonwealth club for a drastic reorganization of the 
California legislature is worthy of respectful consideration 
because it comes from a man who has been watching and 
studying procedure at Sacramento for more than 30 years 
—and always with an eye single to the public interest. 

Our legislative system has broken down, says Mr. 
Hichborn, because legislators are harassed by unscrupu¬ 
lous lobbyists better equipped and financed than they are 
themselves. They are underpaid and overworked. “A 
laugh at the expense of the legislature is a good laugh 
from any clown, and generally regarded as quite the cor¬ 
rect, even the patriotic thing,” he writes. 

Startling are Mr. Hichborn's charges that scores of 
bills are rushed through with the members quite ignorant 
of their purpose of provisions, and that literally millions 
of dollars of unauthorized claims have been paid by the 
authority of bills put through in this way in evasion of 
the state constitution. 

The 1935 legislature demonstrated the truth of many 
of Mr. Hichborn's charges. Its members worked hard and 
long, but they were swamped by the number and complex¬ 
ity of the problems and the session ended in compromise 
solutions only partially satisfactory to anybody. And for 
the last month of the session we were treated to the spec¬ 
tacle of underpaid and broke legislators assailed by lobby¬ 
ists with offers to pay their expenses if they would vote 
for this or that legislation. 

Mr. Hichborn proposes that a single house of not 
more than 40 members be substituted for the present two 
houses with 120 members, and that members devote all 
their time to the business of the state and be adequately 
compensated, with salaries of not less than $5000 a year. 

Nebraska’s adoption of a small one-house legislature 
could be studied with profit, and Mr. Hichborn’s proposals 
would serve as a basis for discussion.
